So says Judge Wofford o-f the crim­ 
inal court of Kansas City, who sen­ 
tenced a man named Jones to go out 
and get drunkand stay drunk under 
threat of being put in jail Jones is a 
scion of one of the best known St. 
Louis families. He refused to give 
his name, and his attorneys pleaded 
that if liberated he .would go to Chi­ 
cago, where he had secured a job. 
The judge ordered him to get drunk 
and keep drunk, because he is a bad 
man and whisky will take him to the 
devil quicker than anything else, and 
the sooner the devil gets him, the bet 
ter. 
It Is a favorite theory 
with 
some people that whisky has been a 
great factor in civilization, because 
it cuts off the criminal and unworthy 
and thus shortens their careers. The 
draught riots in New York City 
in 
1863 were put down because, at the 
end of three days the rioters 
had 
looted so many saloons and drank 
so much whisky ihat in the hot Aug­ 
ust sun they died in such numbers as 
to deplete their ranks and enfeeble 
those tha t were left so that they were 
speedily overcome.
